RAILWAY THROUGH PERSIA 


British, French and Russian Bankers 
to Carry Out Great Scheme. 
London.—British, French and Rus- 
sidn bankers are to hold a meeting in 
Paris in the near future to organize 
a syndicate, with a capital of $500,000 
to carry out a survey of a proposed 

Trans-Persian Railroad. 

Great Britain and Russia have both 
already: approved of the scheme, al- 
though the precise route to be taken 
by the railroad remains to be decided. 
The proposal contemplates the con- 
struction of a line from the seaport 
of Baku, in Russian-Trans-Caucasia. 
on to Astra, on the Caspian Sea, to 
Teheran. the capital of Persia. 

From that point it will pass throug 
the province of Kerman, in the south- 
east of Persia, on to Gwettar, on the 
Arabian Sea. It will continue through 
Baluchistan and then connect with 
the Indian railroads going to Kurra- 


chee.

At that time 
the seed wae coarsely pounded into a 
mortar, as coarsely separated from 
the integument, and in that rough 
state prepared for use, In the year 
mentioned It occurred to one old wo- 
man of the name of Clements, resid- 
ing in Durham, to grind the seed In a 
mill, and pass it through the several 
processes which are resorted to in 
making flour from wheat. The sec- 
ret she kept for many years to 
herself, and in the pefiod of her ex- 
clusive possession of it supplied the 
principal parts of the kingdom, and, 
in particular, the metropolis, with 
this article. George I. stamped it 
with fashion by his appr: «al hence the 
pots in which the mustard was sold 
bore the royal initials. In Durham the 
article acquired the name of “Durham 
mustard.”
